vllle.

F to M on Wednesday 

N to Z on Thursday 

Registrants are required to 
bring with them their car 
registrations.

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70,000 Register Here 
For Sugar Rationing 

Congestion At Two Centers Cleared 
By Transfer of More Registrars 


The enormous task of register- 
ing about 70,000 persons for war 
rationing was undertaken in New- 
ton at 24 school buildings and the 
process ran smoothly until late in 
the forenoon when jams developed 
at the Mason School, Newton Cen- 
tre, and the Underwood School, 
Newton Comer. 

The congestion became so acute 
at those two centers that steps 
were taken at once by Superinten- 
dent Julius E. Warren to relieve 
the situation. Additional regis- 
trars were transferred to the two 
schools from other centers where 
the pressure was less severe. 

The waiting lines at the Mason 
and Underwood Schools became so 
long that it was estimated an ap- 
plicant w'ould have to wait about 
an hour before receiving attention. 
The waiting applicants were ad- 
vised to go to other schools which 
were Ibss rushed. Those who had 
come in autos did as requested, 
relieving the situation to some ex- 
tent. Most of the applicants, how- 
ever, were housewives who had 
walked from their homes.

The transfer of registrars from 
schools where the rush was not so 
great, however, resulted in the 
possibility that congestion would 
develop at these centers later. 

The staff of more than 500 
teachers who served as registrars 
at the 24 centers were assisted 
by about 500 high school students 
who have been trained for the pur- 
pose. 

Despite the fact that an efforl 
had been made by the boy scout 
organization to deliver application 
blanks to all homes, the majority 
of the applicants arrived at the 
schools without the blanks, there- 
by failing to take advantage of 
the opportunity to save time. 

However, outside of the trou- 
ble at the Mason and Underwood 
Schools, the work progressed 
smoothly. At the Davis School, 
West Newton, for example, it was 
estimated than more than 200 ra- 
tion books had been issued before 
noon. 

At each school the supervisors 
were kept busy settling individual 
problems that arose. In one case 
at the Davis School, a woman re- 
ported that she had 19 pounds 
of sugar on hand, but asserted 
that she would use the entire 
quantity before Thursday and 
asked that she be given the full 
ration books for her family. She 
was informed however, that the 
registrars must observe the reg- 
ulations and deduct the excess 
amount. 

The registration places includ- 
ed all schools except the Newton 
High School buildings. 


Hearings Planned 
On Bus Service 


Two petitions for extension of 
bus service in Newton recently re- 
ceived by the city government are 
imperiled by an order issued by 
the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion, to the effect that such exten- 
sions of services shall be made 
only in the interests of defense. 

Nevertheless, city officials an- 
nounced Tuesday that the Board 
of Aldermen will hold hearings on 
the petitions at its next meeting, 
Monday evening, May 18. One of 
the petitions calls for the estab- 
lishment of bus service for the 
Charlemont section of Newton 
Highlands from the intersection of 
Walnut and Centre sts., along Cen- 
tre st. to Winchester st. and to 
Nahanton st. 

The other requests the exten- 
sion of the Oak Hill route along 
Brookline st. to the Brookline 
town line or to Horace James cir., 
West Roxbury. 

The order of the ODT, signed 
by Joseph B. Eastman, was called 
to the attention of Rodney C. 
Eaton, chairman of the franchises 
ind licenses committee, which 
will report on the petitions. The 
ODT order follows: 

"Extension of existing bus 
routes and inauguration of new 
routes should be made only to 
places of defense employment and 
military and naval establishment 
jr to meet similar situations where 
failure to provide such additional 
service will have a definite un- 
favorable effect on the war effort." 

Residents of Waban recently 
prevailed upon the Middlesex & 
Boston Street Railway Company 
to undertake a bus line for a trial 
period on Beacon st. between New- 
ton Lower Falls and Cleveland 
cir. The project evidently got 
"under the wire” before the ODT 
order could affect it. The con- 
cern was reluctant to establish the 
line, but was urged to give it a 
trial by the Department of Public 
Utilities after residents had ap- 
pealed from the refusal of the 
Board of Aldermen to act.

A total of 327 retail, wholesale, 
institutional and industrial organ- 
izations and individuals filed ap- 
plications for sugar rationing. 

The number of registrations 
came close to predictions, as it 
had been estimate by officials that 
there would be between 350 and 
400. 

A staff of 160 teachers served 
as registrars, divided into two 
shifts of 80 each. A so-called 
’assembly line” was set up in the 
gym and applicants were required 
to walk the entire length of the 
line answering the questions re- 
quired in successive phases of the 
registration. On each day school 
closed early to enable teachers 
to take up their duties as regis- 
trars at 2 P. M. The afternoon 
sessions were comparatively busy, 
while there were lulls in the eve- 
nings. 

Those who failed to register will 
be given an opportunity to do so 
later when the rationing system 
has been set up at City Hall. 

Any who registered and who 
may require increased amounts of 
sugar later will be given a chance 
to apply for adjustments. 

Included in the applicants who 
registered were stores, boarding 
houses, cafeterias, bakeries, res- 
taurants, summer camps and bee- 
keepers. There were six of the 
latter variety. 


Herter Announces 
He Will Run 
For Congress 


Christian A. Herter, speaker of 
the House of Representatives, an- 
nounced that he will be a candidate 
for the Republican nomination for 
Congressman from the 10th Dis- 
trict, which includes, Newton, 
Brookline and seven Boston wards. 

The present Congressman, 
George Holden Tinkham, recently 
announced that he would not be 
a candidate for re-election. 

At the same time that Herter 
made known his candidacy, Philip 
G. Bowker of Brookline, asso- 
ciate member of the Metropolitan 
District Commission, who had an- 
nounced that he would oppose 
Congressman Tinkham at the pri- 
maries, stated that he would with- 
draw his candidacy and offered his 
support to Herter. 

The 10th District is a new one 
consisting of Wards 4, 5, 10, 12, 
19, 20 and 21 of Boston, and all 
of Brookline and Newton. It is 
one of the largest districts in the. 
state and includes inure than 
400,000 voters. 

The former district which Tink- 
ham represented composed Wards 
9 and 11 as well as other Boston 
wards. For these two wards. 
Brookline and Newton were sub- 
stituted. 

Speaker Herter was born in 
Paris, France, in 1895, and was 
graduated from Harvard Univer- 
sity in 1915. . He served as at- 
tache of the American embassy in 
Berlin and was later in charge ot' 
the American legation in Brussels. 
Belgium. He is president of the 
Republican Club of Massachusetts 
and an overseer of Harvard. 

He is the father of four children, 
including a son, Lieutenant Chris- 
tian A. Herter, Jr., 23, now at- 
tached to Fort Sill, Okla.; Fred- 
eric, 21, a student at Harvard 
Medical School; Adele, 16, and 
Miles, 13.

This was* done and more time 
was allowed for traffic to clear 
from Centre st. and from Sumner 
st. On Sumner st. the traffic flow 
-was impeded by cars which were 
parked into the traveled part of 
the street.

Cong. Eliot Is 
Given Honor 


Congressman Thomas H. Eliot 
was this week presented with the 
Annual Award of the American 
Committee for Protection of 
Foreign Born. This honor was 
particularly in recognition of his 
leadership in defeating the Hobbs 
Concentration Camp Bill, which 
would have enabled an Adminis- 
trative Board to imprison certain 
aliens for life, without a hearing, 
even in times of peace. The pres- 
entation was made by Abner 
Green of New York, Executive 
Secretary of the Committee, and 
former President Guy Stanton 
Ford of the University of Minne 
sota. 

In expressing his appreciation 
of this honor, Congressman Eliot 
said: 

"We too often speak of the for- 
eign born, or the aliens, as if they 
were a race apart. They are not. 
Many of them are fighting in our 
American forces today. Thousands 
of others have sons who are fight- 
ing for America. After all this 
country came into existence, and 
has been made great, through the 
efforts of people who were ’for- 
eign born,’ or descendants of the 
foreign born.’ 

“This reminds us of the folly of 
determining policies on the arbi- 
trary basis of whether a man was 
born here or not. While some of 
our best patriots are foreign 
born, some of our native Ameri- 
cans are being arrested for sedi- 
tion. Whether people are law- 
ubiding members of the communi- 
ty. and whether they believe in 
American principles of democracy 
and freedom and tolerance, does 
not depend on where they were 
born. We have no faith in any 
master race’ here. We believe In 
the ennobling effect of human lib- 
erty. and the power *»f the Amer- 
ican dream to inspire all who 
come to make their homes in this 
country, today us in centuries 
past."

painted. Although the problem of 
Centre st. and Sumner st. has not 
been entirely solved, conditions 
have been improved. 

The Association favored a 
change in zoning on Langley rd. 
and Lyman st. to permit the First 
National Stores to erect a super 
market. There is parking space 
in back of the market for about 
83 cars. This space is not at pres- 
ent being used to capacity. 

The Association also favored 
more frequent bus service on Bea- 
con st. to Cleveland cir., Brook- 
line. With curtailment of private 
transportation more frequent bus 
service is most essential at this 
time. The new service, doubling 
the number of trips to Brookline 
is now in operation. 

The night shift of volunteer 
workers at the A. R. P. report cen- 
ter found the morning hours to be 
deadly monotonous. The Associa- 
tion donated a radio to help the 
hours to pass more pleasantly. 

The ever present problem of the 
Crystal Lake Ice House property 
remains unsolved. It is hoped that 
some aggressive and final action 
can be taken at the annual meet- 
ing.

Aldermen Repeal 
Recent Ordinance 
Limiting ‘El’ S peed 

Enact New Ordinance Increasing 
Speed to 25 Miles an Hour — Crystal 
Lake Zoning Controversy Revived 


Courting the approval of the 
Department of Public Utilities, the 
Newton Board of Aldermen Mon- 
day repealed the recently enact- 
ed ordinance limiting the speed of 
trolley cars to 20 miles an hour 
and adopted a new ordinance in- 
creasing the limit to 25 miles an 
hour. 

The new ordinance retained the 
provision limiting the speed of the 
cars to 10 miles an hour around 
curves, which were specified as 
those at Park and Tremont sts.. 
Park and Washington sts., and 
Washington and Centre sts. 

The change was voted unani- 
mously after Chairman George E. 
Rawson. presenting the report of 
the claims and rules committee, 
explained that the 25-mile speed 
limit was "more likely to be ac- 
cepted by the Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities." He said the approv- 
al of the department was needed 
before the ordinance could go into 
effect. 

A letter asking that the statute 
providing for a speed limit of 30 
miles an hour for motor vehicles 
be applied to street cars, as well, 
was recently received by the 
board from Edward Dana, presi- 
dent and general manager of ti 
Boston Elevated. 

The agitation for the adoption 
of an ordinance limiting the speed 
of trolley cars started after the 
recent accident in w’hich an Ele- 
vated car overturned at Park and 
Tremont sts., Newton Comer. 

After a hearing at which no op- 
position was expressed, the board 
granted the petition of Sally E. 
Turner for a permit to change a 
single dwelling at 132 Woodland 
rd., Aubumdale. to a two-family 
dwelling in a Single Residence 
"B" district. The board received a 
letter from Lasell Junior college 
expressing approval of the peti- 
tion. 

Calling attention to the order of 
the War Production Board pre- 
venting the purchase of asphalt 
road repairing material after May 
9. Alderman John Temperley de- 
clared that the asphalt sidewalk 
on Linden st.. opposite Cheney st.. 
Newton Upper Falls, is in need of 
repair and warned that unless the 
repairs are made he would refuse 
to vote “leave to withdraw" on any 
claims for damages that might re- 
sult. He said the sidewalk had 
been repaired several years ago. 
but was again in bad condition. 

The Crystal Lake zoning con- 
troversy was revived by Alderman 
Charles E. Hughes when he read 
an account of a statement made by 
Donald D. McKay, former aider- 
man. quoting City Solicitor Joseph 
W. Bartlett as ruling that the pro- 
posed rezoning of the ice house site 
from manufacturing to residence 
zone would not be "confiscation" of 
property as contended by the own- 
ers and some members of the 
board. 

•‘H , no.” McKay quoted Bart- 

lett as exclaiming in response tc 
his query whether the zoning 
change would amount to confisca- 
tion. "And I told the claims and 
rules committee so." 

"If the city solicitor made that 
ruling and the committee did not 
pass the information to the board, 
the committee was remiss,” 
Hughes declared. 

Referring to a remark that was 
made at the preceding meeting to 
the effect that Chairman Herbert 
Kellaway was practically the only 
member of the Planning Board 


I who was pushing the proposal to 
rezone the Crystal Lake district. 
Hughes said he had talked with 
Kellaway and was told that the 
Planning Board was "absolutely 
unanimous," on the matter. 

"The matter was not presented 
correctly before the board,” 
Hughes declared. ‘It was wrong 
to withhold information which 
would have influenced the board’s 
vote.” 

Alderman Howard Whitmore 
later served notice that he would 
not let the Crystal Lake situation 
rest. Referring to the debris on 
the house site, he asserted that 
eight years had elapsed since the 
ice house had been destroyed by 
fire and nothing had been done to 
clean up the site. 

"It is a despicable attitude on 
the part of the owners,” he de- 
clared. "We will continue to ag- 
itate the matter unil it is rezoned 
to single residence." 

Chairman Rawson replied that 
a change of zone would not "clean 
up the mess." "Who’s going to

Newton Dim-Out 
Follow s Ruling By 
Safety Committee 

In accordance with orders issued 
by Headquarters First Corps Area 
and the Massachusetts Committee 
on Public Safety. May 2, 1942. 
Newton extinguished many of its 
lights Monday. While Newton is 
not in the 3-mile area from the 
coast in which the shielding of all 
lights visible from J£e >ea is re- 
quired. it is in the area in which 
it is necessary to reduce the "sky- 
glow" so as to prevent ships being 
silhouetted against an illuminated 
sky and thus become perfect tar- 
gets for enemy submarines. 

The orders provide: 

1. Extinguish permanently all 
advertising and display signs and 
fights. 

2. Eliminate all display light- 
ing in shop and store windows. 

3. Shield or extinguish all out- 
side lights, excluding street lights, 
and diminish all skylights which 
throw direct lights skyward. 

4. Shield all street lights from 
skyward progressively as funds 
and materials for this work can be 
obtained. Reduce the wattage of 
unshielded street lights where 
practicable. Extinguish all un- 
shielded street lights which are 
found to be unnecessary for public 
safety. 

These regulations apply to all 
plants not government owned or 
operated, whether or not those 
plants are engaged in war produc- 
tion. In dealing with all plants 
engaged in war production, the 
authorized agencies of civilian de- 
fense will exact compliance with 
tnose regulations to the maximum 
extent compatible with the con- 
tinuance of full production. 

Installations and establishments 
owned or operated by the Federal 
Government will be given appro- 
priate orders in conformity with 
these regulations by the respective 
departments of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

Changes in these regulations will 
be made from time to time as a 
rosc.lt of inspection and experience

FEDERAL FUNDS FOR NEW- 
TON HOSPITAL NURSING 
EDUCATION 

The Newton Hospital has an- 
nounced a special nursing class ne- 
cessitated by the war. A group of 
students will be accepted into the 
School of Nursing on June 15, 
1942. The Federal Government 
has made available funds which 
will be used in the conduct of the 
course. A limited number of 
scholarships are available, as well 
as funds for the employment of 
two additional instructors.

REMAKE YOUR HOME FOR 

WARTIME LIVING, SUG- 
GESTS FOUNDATION 
DIRECTOR 

"The Government is encourag- 
ing rehabilitation of old property 
and conversion of one-family 
homes into apartments for two or 
more families,” says Paul S. Col- 
lier, Director of Northeastern 
Homes Foundation. 

“It has recently issued an order 
giving priorities assistance for re- 
modeling homes in defense areas 
to a greater degree than possible 
under its recent Conservation Or- 
der. 

"Remodeling provides increased 
housing for war workers and 
serves an important need. 

"Many home owners in these 
areas are also helping to relieve 
the shortage and provide comfort- 
able living space for war workers. 
With a demand for furnished 
rooms for single men and women, 
home owners are renting spare 
rooms. Men and women whose 
work has taken them away from 
home appreciate pleasant, attrac- 
tive rooms in private homes. And 
owners find the income from the 
rent of unused space helpful in 
meeting the higher cost of living. 

"Some home owners have been 
so anxious to salvage as much 
room as possible for housing de- 
fense workers that they hgtve 
turned to their attics to provide 
more rentable rooms. Usually the 
conversion of an attic into livable 
space entails some expense. But 
in return, most attics adapt them- 
selves to the building of at least 
two rooms for prospective tenants. 
The rental income can carry the 
cost, and may continue long 
enough to amortize the entire in- 
vestment. 

"Often an attic works to good 
advantage as an apartment. Such 
apartments are popular among 
people who desire furnished 
rooms. Materials needed for con- 
verting unused attic space into 
living space are obtainable. 

"For those who want to better 
their present living conditions or to 
help workers to secure adequate, 
comfortable living quarters, and 
are unable to obtain a priority for 
a new home, remodeling is the log- 
ical answer. If an attic isn't need- 
ed to make an additional bedroom, 
remodeling may take the form of 
adding a game room or blackout 
room in the basement, cupboards 
and closets and built-ins: a great 
many other home improvements 
may be made, well within the $500 
limit. And if the whole family- 
shares the labor of the remodeling 
job, so that a bigger percentage 
of the limited investment can go 
’wto necessary materials, more ex- 
pensive alterations are still pos- 
able.”

Corn Sticks 

1 egg, one half cup milk, a 
teaspoon sugar, one quarter cup 
kern corn, one quarter teaspoon 
salt, 1 teaspoon baking pwder, 2 
teaspoons melted butter, grease 
corn stick pan. fill each section to 
two-thirds full. Bake at 400 de- 
grees for 25 minutes. 

Southern Baked Chicken 
Prepare chicken for baking. 
When throughly clean dry it, rub 
a little salt and pepper on the side. 
Close incision with wooden skew- 
ers. Batter for dipping chicken: 
1 egg, one quarter cup of milk, 
one quarter teaspoon salt and pep- 
per, one quarter cup bread flour. 
Put chicken into the batter, turn 
it so batter covers chicken as much 
as possible. Then sprinkle one 
and one-half cups of crumbs mixed 
wih one-half cup melted butter 
over chicken. Place in roaster, 
bake in oven 450 degrees for 30 
minutes, 275 degrees for 3 hours.

Peel and cut large potatoes into 
8’s lengthwise, brush with melted 
butter, put in greased bak- 
ing pan into oven about 400 de- 
grees until brown enough for 
your taste salt well while hot.

Alderman James P. Akins of 
Ward l ventured to offer some ad- 
vice, based on his own experience. 
He suggested that the board mem- 
bers clean up the site themselves, 
asserting that in his district he had 
made repeated efforts to prevail on 
officials to tear down a shack that 
was in a dangerous condition and 
he finally got a crowbar and did 
the job himself. 

Drivers of city-owned motor ve- 
hicles lost their fight for insur- 
ance against claims for person- 
al injuries when the Board refused 
to accept Chapter 41, Section 100- 
A of the General Laws. 

The board voted “no action nec- 
essary” on Mayor Paul M. God- 
dard’s letter recommending con- 
sideration of the acceptance of 
the chapter, which authorizes cit- 
ies and towns to indemnify city of- 
ficers or employees “for damages 
incurred on account of injuries 
arising out of their operation of 
publicly owned motor vehicles." 

Submitting the committee’s re- 
port of “no action necessary,” 
Chairman George E. Rawson of 
the claims and rules committee 
asserted that in cities and towns 
where the statute had been ac- 
cepted it had resulted in an in- 
crease in accidents. 

He said the matter had been dis- 
cussed with City Solicitor Joseph 
W. Bartlett and it was decided 
that the existing arrangement 
had been “working satisfactorily” 
and that no injustice could be re- 
called as having resulted from the 
present system. 

Alderman Eugene A. Cronin in- 
quired whether the attitude of the 
drivers had been ascertained. 

“No doubt they would welcome 
it,” Rawson replied. He added, 
however, that in Boston and other 
cities where the statute had been 
accepted, the number of accidents 
had increased and “it cost con- 
siderable money.” 

The vote on the matter was not 
unanimous. 

The board also voted "no action 
necessary” on the petition of the 
city employees for an “emergency 
salary adjustment” of $125 each 
for 1942 because of the increased 
cost of living. The aldermen had 
previously rejected a recommenda- 
tion by the mayor that a bonus 
of not more than $75 be granted 
each employee. 

The board received a commu- 
nication from Mrs. Anna Seaver, 
widow of Henry T. Seaver, assist- 
ant chief of the Fire Department, 
petitioning for an annuity of 
$1,000. The assistant chief died 
suddenly recently while engaged in 
fighting a fire. The annuity is 
sought under the provisions of the 
statute which applies to policemen 
and firemen who die in line of 
duty. 

After a spirited debate, the 
board granted the petition of Paul 
Kerivan for a change of place of 
business as junk collector from 
12 Windsor rd., Waban, to 1149 
rear Walnut st., Newton High- 
lands. 

Kerivan was refused a renewal 
of the license for the Windsor rd. 
location after the board received 
protests from Waban residents. 
His efforts to find a new location 
encountered obstacles. He pre- 
sented a petition last night for a 
new location at 869 rear Washing- 
ton st., Newtonville, but Chief 
Clarence W. Randlett of the Fire 
Department refused to approve 
that location. The petitioner there- 
upon proposed the Walnut st. 
address. 

Alderman Warner Eustis op- 
posed action on the Walnut st. lo- 
cation, asserting that the matter 
be investigated first. 

Alderman Howard Whitmore of 
Ward 5 also opposed action “on 
the spur of the moment.” “I 
want a chance to talk with the 
people in the vicinity,” he said. 

However. Alderman James P. 
Atkins made a strong plea that the 
petition be granted, asserting that 
the petition had been “chased out 
of Newton Centre, Waban and 
now Newton Highlands.” He de- 
scribed Kerivan as an "honest 
fellow” and expressed the fear 
that he would be put out of busi- 
ness if there was further delay. 

Alderman Hughes also favored 
the petition, pointing out that the 
petitioner had evinced a willing- 
ness to co-operate. 

Whitmore demurred, asserting 
that the location was “practically 
adjacent” to a gas station. 

Akins replied that the metal 
garage which the petitioner plan- 
ned to use was 80 feet from the 
gas station. 

President Charles B. Floyd 
pointed out that the license could 
be revoked if desired later.

An appropriation of $226.80 was 
granted the Library Department 
to moke on adjustment in its pay 
roll. 

The board granted renewals of 
auctioneer licenses to Arnold C. 
Barker, 78 Hyde ave., Ward 7, and 
Charles A. Mallcy, 233 Common- 
wealth ave., Ward 6. 

The board also granted the peti- 
tion of the Sun Oil Company for 
a permit to use a triangular parcel 
of land as an approach to the gas 
station at 325 Boylston st., Newtor. 
Centre. Alderman John Temper- 
ley voted in the negative, express- 
ing opposition to the plan because 
the entrance would bo “diagonal,” 
instead of at right angles. He said 
the diagonal entrances were "more 
dangerous.” Chairman Rawson 
stated, however, that diagonal en- 
trances were required by the De- 
partment of Public Works. 

The board approved the appoint- 
ment of Daniel J. Cooney, 50 West- 
chester rd., Newton, as a public 
weigher for the John Dolan Coal 
Company, at 153 Concord st., New- 
ton Lower Falls.

Eliot Men’s Club 
To Dedicate New 
Club Rooms 


The following is the message of 
Congressman Thomas H. Eliot of 
Massachusetts to National Confer- 
ence of American Committee for 
protection of foreign bom, Cleve- 
land, Ohio, on May 9, 1942: 

The vast majority of the 1,500,- 
000 Italian and German nationals 
1 in this country, now classified as 
“enemy aliens," are not our "ene- 
mies” at all. Many of them have 
sons fighting for America. Many 
are refugees, sworn enemies of the 
Axis. While some have been de- 
tained as suspicious characters, it 
is common knowledge that most 
effective enemy agents are natur- 
alized citizens. 

Yet these aliens are subject, as 
a class, to wholesale evacuation 
drastic travel restrictions, and 
curfew laws. For instance, I know 
elderly Italians in Greater Bos- 
ton who have several sons in 
the United States Navy. Those 
old people have never been nat- 
uralized. Now, though nobody 
questions their loyalty, they can 
be ejected from their homes and 
interned somewhere, not because 
anyone suspects them, but because 
they have been classified as, "ene- 
my aliens.” 

The establishment of the "enemy 
alien” classification last December 
was a necessary, though hasty, 
precaution. At least with respect 
to Italians and Germans, the time 
has come to reexamine the situa-

Tax Rate For 1942 
Remains At $28.00 

Lons of (ras and Oth^r Taxes Does 
Not Warrant Lowering Rate 


Stating that the financial condi- 
tion of the city would have justi- 
fied a reduction of the rate this 
year, Mayor Paul M. Goddard an- 
nounced. nevertheless, that the 
Newton tax rate for 1942 will be 
$28. the same as last year. 

The decision to act in a conser- 
vative manner was made by city 
officials because of the present 
unsettled conditions which may af- 
fect the future and the belief in 
the wisdom of the policy of retain- 
ing large financial surpluses on 
hand to be prepared for any even- 
tuality that the war might bring. 

A factor that may prove im- 
portant in next year’s financial 
outlook is the motor car situation, 
which may reduce greatly the re- 
ceipts from excise and gasoline 
taxes. As a matter of fact, in ar- 
riving at the tax rate this year, 
the estimates of receipts from such 
sources were greatly reduced. 

The valuation of real estate in- 
creased $464,000 last year, and 
the assessed value of personal 
property rose .$85,200, for a total 


gain of $549,600 in valuations. Be- 
cause activity in the residential 
construction has virtually ceased 
in Newton, the outlook in this re- 
spect does not appear bright. 

The mayor’s statement, an- 
nouncing the new rate, follows: 

“The Newton tax rate for 1942 
will be $28.00, the same as last 
year. This follows two reductions 
in successive years of $ 1.00 and 
$1.20 respectively. The present 
financial condition of the City 
would entirely justify a further 
reduction this year and had been 
contemplated by your City Gov- 
ernment. After mature considera- 
tion, however, and with due regard 
to the many factors which may 
adversely affect the City for the 
duration of the war it has been 
decided as a further conservative 
measure to retain the present rate 
of $28.00. This action is taken as 
one step in a program of sound 
financial planning which becomes 
even more necessary in these un- 
usual times.”

Many Appeal To Rationing Board 
For Higher Rating “Gas” Cards 


confusion at the five registration 
pieces in Newton, a t tal of .tore 
than 7,100 motorists, estimated at 
over one-third of the total in the 
city, obtained gasoline ration cards 
on Tuesday, the first day for reg- 
istering. 

Only 11 per cent of the total 
registered received "X” cards, en- 
titling them to an unlimited sup- 
ply of gasoline, but the rationing 
board at City Hall was immediate- 
ly besieged with appeals and ap- 
plications for supplemental sup- 
plies from those who claimed that 
they required more gasoline and 
who believed they were entitled 
to it. 

On Tuesday a total of about 30 
per cent were given "A” cards, al- 
lowing three gallons a week for 
pleasure driving. The remainder, 
or 59 per cent, received cards in 
the "B" classifications, the greater 
part of them being given "B3” 
cards, permitting the use of a total 
of 57 gallons for the period from 
May 15 to July 1. 

The registration hours were ex- 
tended Wednesday to avoid the 
congestion that resulted Tuesday. 

Because of the long waiting 
lines that formed at some of the 
registration places, particularly 
at the Warren and Weeks Junior 
High Schools, it was necessary to 
make emergency changes in the 
assignment of i>ersonnol to serve 
as registrars. 

A great deul of the delay was 
due to the numerous arguments 

that developed between registrars 
and applicants over the type of 
card that should be issued. 

Superintendent of Schools, Jul- 
ius E. Warren, who was in charge 
of the registration in the city, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the public 
had not been fully informed con- 
cerning the situation and many 
persons were under a misappre- 
hension concerning the type of 


card they should receive. Many 
salesmen and defense workers, he 
said, came to the registration 
places in the belief that they were 
entitled to "X" cards. 

Superintendent Warren said 
that he had been informed that the 
. percentage of "X” cards issued in 
1 Newton Tuesday was "about 
right,” based on estimates of the 
proportion entitled to such cards. 

The registration places were the 
high school and the four junior 
high schools Day, Warren, Weeks 
and Bigelow.

The annual report of the city 
treasurer, submitted to Mayor 
Paul M. Goddard, revealed that 
the city derived an income of $5.- 
929.72 from court fines last year. 

The report showed that the 
Newton Free Library produced an 
income of $7,456. Other receipts 
for the year were City Home in- 
come, $321.20; dog tax, $9,593.40; 
tiro income, $62.20; grants and 
gifts, $40,296; licenses. $3,373.25; 
motor vehicle excise tax, $305,- 
957.97; peddlers’ licenses, $30.00; 
permits, $877.10; police income, 
$14.18; recreation income, $2.- 
248.98; school income. $1,280.70; 
treasury income, $327. 

The total city debt was given 
as $5,539,000. Of that sum $2.- 
804,000 is within the debt limit 
.ind $2,735 outside the debt limit. 

The debt limit is 2*a per cent 
on the average valuation of real 
estate, personal property and mo- 
tor vehicles for the throe preced- 
ing years. The city’s debt limit 
is thus $4,401, 811.

NEWTON 
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THE 1942 TAX RATE 

Announcement that the 1942 tax rate would remain at 
$28 per one thousand dollars of valuation, the same as the 
rate which prevailed last year, is based on sound judgment 
and good financial reasoning. 

As Mayor Goddard rightly points out: “The present finan- 
cial condition of the city would entirely justify a further re- 
duction this year and has been contemplated by your city 
government. After mature consideration, however, and with 
due regard to the many factors which may adversely affect 
the city for the duration of the war, it has been decided as a 
further conservative measure to retain the present rate of 
$28.” 

Although some communities have announced drastic tax 
rate reductions for this year, these same communities will in 
all probability experience sharp and drastic tax rate in- 
creases next year should conditions remain much as they 
are now. 

There is no doubt that should present conditions prevail 
for another year, many communities which have taken ad- 
vantage of the past year’s performance, will find themselves 
faced with a most difficult tax problem. Unquestionably, 
receipts from the gasoline tax, due to curtailment of use of 
motor cars, will result in putting a financial burden on every 
community in the State. The question of receipts from cor- 
noration and other forms of taxation also will prnhablv shrink 
for 1943. Thus, some communities, in establishing a lower 
tax rate for this year, have ignored the inevitable drastic in- 
crease which they must face next year, should present con- 
ditions continue. 

We feel sure that even though a somewhat lower tax rate 
for 1942 might well have been established, as hinted by 
Mayor Goddard, the policy of creating a cushion for loss of 
revenue for next year, will be agreed upon as good, common- 
sense financial policy. 


THE DIM-OUT REGULATIONS 

The dim-out regulations put in effect in Newton should be 
carefully obeyed. They are not drastic but they are essential. 
The local committee on public safety is expected to, and, 
will, see that the rules established are complied with. 

Newton, not being in the three-mile zone from the coast, 
has not had imposed on it the strict regulations which are in 
force along the coast. While some of the regulations estab- 
lished here may seem harsh, they are decidedly mild com- 
pared to coast communities. 

Winthrop, for instance, is an excellent illustration. Here a 
splendid bit of work is being done by the civilian defense 
authorities. In the entire section of the town bordering the 
ocean to a depth of about a half mile, a dim-out doesn’t exist 
— an actual blackout is in effect every night. Even in sec- 
tions of the town at a considerable distance from the shore, 
an almost complete blackout is in effect. Every person must 
draw their shades each night, no matter in what part of the 
town the home is situated. All store window lighting as well 
as all outside lighting and display signs are prohibited. Street 
lights all over the town have been put out^so that in certain 
sections only a part of the street lights normally put on each 
night, are now operated. The streets of the town are ade- 
quately and splendidly patrolled nightly by air raid wardens 
and auxiliary police. Autoists must not drive any faster than 
15 miles per hour in any part of the town, and with dimmed 
headlights. If anyone thinks the edict established in Newton 
is drastic, let them try driving at night at 15 miles an hour 
with dimmed or parking lights as their sole illumination, par- 
ticularly in a blackout. 

But the army authorities have decreed that for the safety 
of our ships, the sky glow must be cut to a minimum. Let us 
do our individual part to help save these ships with their 
valuable cargoes, from destruction. Let us comply gladly 
with the orders of the Newton Committee on Public Safety 
and cooperate with this splendid organization in its effort to 
aid you as well as those who must, of necessity, be out on the 
high seas. 


GASOLINE AND TIRE RATIONING 

Friday of this week marks the start of the gasoline ration- 
ing edict. Tire rationing has already become a fact. With 
the rationing of these two integral needs of the motorist, 
one might well ponder the change which will be brought 
about as a result. 

It is a conclusive fact that week-end jaunts are now out, 
unless one uses their car for just that purpose and that 
only. But it must be apparent that for most persons, the 
week-end rides are over, for a time at least. It must also be 
apparent that Newton residents, as is true of residents of 
other communities, will do less distant shopping with auto- 
mobiles. They will not feel as free to take the car into Bos- 
ton or other large shopping centers as they formerly did. 
These facts must be evident. 

If th&y are, the results of a changed mode of living must 
also be accepted facts. Residents of Newton will do more and 
more of their shopping with local merchants. They will buy 
much more here than they did when there was plenty of 
gasoline available to take them to any large shopping center. 

Thus local merchants must anticipate the needs of an 
increasing demand by their community. Local merchants, it 
would appear, have the opportunity to increase materially 
the volume of their business. To do that they must anticipate 
the needs and having anticipated them, advise the citizens of 


Newton of the excellent values that can be obtained here. 
This they can do by constructive newspaper advertising. 

The gasoline rationing may not be felt by the average 
motorist this week or perhaps next week, but certainly if 
present rationing rules are maintained, only the most es- 
sential driving will be undertaken by June 15th. In this 
respect we must all face the facts. We are going to use our 
cars less frequently than heretofore. We are going to make 
our purchases conveniently and at the nearest point to our 
home. That pqint, we feel sure, will be with the merchants 
of Newton.

Three Air Horns 
For Raid Warnings 
To Cost $6,300 


At a special meeting called by 
Mayor Paul M. Goddard the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen on last 
Friday evening passed an appro- 
priation of $6,300 for the purchase 
of three compressed air diaphone 
horns to be used in air raid warn- 
ings. 

As a result of a study of the re- 
gional blackout test held in March 
civilian defense officials were con- 
vinced that the three horns which 
had formerly been installed did 
not sufficiently cover the Newton 
Corner, Newtonville and Oak Hill 
sections of the city. The new horns 
are to be purchased from the 
Gamewell Co. One will be placed 
at the Newton Fire Station, cor- 
ner of Washington st. and Centre 
ave., a second one at the City 
Yard on Crafts st., Newtonville, 
and the third one in the Oak Hill 
section at a location to be deter- 
mined later. 

The appropriation was passed 
under suspension of the rules af- 
ter the finance committee recom- 
mended it. 


iVfan Rescued 
From Burning Bed 

Hubert Denesha, 53, of 88 War- 
wick rd., West Newton, was res- 
cued from a burning bed in his 
home on Friday evening by John 
Marshall, occupant of the upper 
apartment of the house, who, on 
noticing the smell of smoke, traced 
it to the Denesha apartment, and 
rushed to the rescue of Denesha 
who was partially overcome by 
smoke inhalation, but quickly re- 
vived when brought to the open 
air.

tion and correct the injustice: 
which wore necessary at first. The 
I “enemy alien” classification hurts 
; morale and tends to cause the 
I public to demand drastic action 
against aliens as such — when the 
fifth column menace is primarily 
not an "enemy alien" menace at 
all. 

The handling of Austrian na- 
tionals shows that proper safe- 
guards are possible without classi 
fying people as "enemy aliens." 
The Austrians are not so classi- 
fied. The F. B. I., however, re- 
tains the right to hold individual 
Austrians on suspicion. Likewise 
the Army could order individual 
Austrians to move away from 
critical areas. But Austrians as a 
group -and there are more than 
200,000 of them — are not stigma- 
tized as "enemy aliens." 

It might be wise promptly to 
treat all Italian aliens in the same 
way. We all know that the vast 
majority of them are loyal to 
America. The wholesale evacua- 
tion of Italians from the East 
Coast or West Coast would be un- 
necesary. unwise and unjust. The 
same is certainly true with re- 
spect to German refugees. Indi- 
viduals who were suspected of 
wrongdoing could be picked up 
by the F. B. I., without any whole- 
sale condemnation of hundreds of 
thousands of honest, pro-American 
people. 

I urge that, at least, certain 
groups of Italians and Germans 
be removed immediately from the 
"enemy alien” status, 
groups would be:

We can 
do so without weakening our self- 
protection in the slightest degree. 
We should do so, as a measure 
which will promote national unity 
and may help us keep our heads 
and avert unwise or hysterical 
action in critical days ahead.

Gasoline and Tire Shortages 
Basis of Arguments Over 
Proposed New Bus Line 


The shortage of gasoline and 
tires formed the basis of argu- 
ments both pro and con at hear- 
ings held Monday night by the 
Newton Board of Aldermen on 
two petitions for the extension of 
bus service on the south side of 
the city. 

The proponents were residents 
of the Oak Hill and Charlemont 
districts that would be served by 
the desired bus service and the 
opponent in each instance was the 
Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way Company, which would be 
called upon to furnish the service. 

While Attorney Francis B. 
Turner, representing the company, 
based his argument largely on a 
statement by Joseph B. Eastman, 
director of the Office of Defense 
Transportation, the leader of one 
of the groups of petitioners, Arnold 
Hartmann, Oak Hill builder, coun- 
tered with a proclamation by Gov- 
ernor Saltonstall. 

The representative of the bus 
concern quoted Eastman as fol- 
lows : 

“Extensions of existing bus 
routes and inauguration of new 
routes should be made only to 
places of defense employment and 
military and naval establishments 
or to meet similar situations 
where failure to provide such ad- 
ditional service will have a de- 
finitely unfavorable effect on the 
war effort." 

To which Hartmann replied by 
quoting Governor Saltonstall’s 
Executive Order No. 11 as em- 
powering the Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities to: 

"Order or permit any common 
carrier of passengers to provide 


additional transportation services, 
equipment or facilities in any city 
or town or in any part of the 
Commonwealth." 

“Orders or permits may be is- 
sued pursuant to this paragraph," 
the Executive Order was further 
quoted by Hartmann, “without 
public hearings whenever the De- 
partment shall have determined 
that the public convenience or 
necessity requires that such addi- 
tional services, equipment or fa- 
cilities be provided.” 

The petition for which Hart- 
mann spoke called for the exten- 
sion of bus service from the junc- 
tion of Dedham and Brookline sts., 
Oak Hill, along Brookline st. to 
the Brookline town line, or fur- 
ther to James circle. 

The other petition was for the 
extension of bus service from the 
intersection of Walnut and Cen- 
tre sts., Newton Highlands, along 
Centre st. to Winchester st. and 
along Winchester st. to Nahanton 
st. 

Among the others who spoke in 
favor of the Oak Hill petition were 
Charles Raymond Cabot, a trus- 
tee of the New England Peabody 
Heme for Crippled Children. Hen- 
ry S. C. Cummings of 33 Oak Hill 
st.. and Harold F. Tracy, presi- 
dent of the Oak Hill Improvement 
Association. 

Cabot stated that the Peabody 
Home has 49 employees, 14 of 
whom now use their own cars. He 
added that the Home had been 
designated its a relief institution 
for the hospital of Boston in the 
event of an emergency. He said 
the Home "is up against what all

Private Tuscher enlisted in the 
Marines in October, 1940, at Hous- 
ton, Tex., after leaving Oglethorpe 
University in Georgia, where he 
was a student. He was sent to 
San Diego, Calif., for six months’ 
training and was then stationed in 
the Philippines. 

He was at Marivales, Bataan, 
when he mailed his last letter to 
his family in November, but from 
information received from Lieut. 
Col. Clear, who recently returned 
to this country from the Philip- 
pines, private Tustiher’s parents 
nave reason to believe that their 
son was at Corregidor before that 
fortress fell. 


Health Board To 
Revoke Licenses 

The latest bulletin issued by the 
Health Department of the City of 
Newton shows that* out of 125 es- 
tablishments in the city, 11 were 
rated as "unsatisfactory,” 25 as 
•fair” and the rest as “good." 
These ratings were based on the 
bacteriological examinations of 
specimens from drinking utensils. 
The "good" rating was given 
where the average bacterial count 
was less than 100 per utensil, 
‘fair” when the count was 101 to 
500, and "unsatisfactory” when 
the count was over 5^0. 

The Board of Health has an- 
nounced that it will recommend to 
(he License Commission that the 
common victuallers licenses of the 
places rated as "unsatisfactory" 
be revoked. 

The tests, which were made by 
the Health Department inspectors, 
included the school cafeterias, 
.vhich were all rated as "good," 
cafes, lunchrooms, drug stores, 
;pas, hotels, drinking places, deli- 
catessens and candy stores where 
soft drinks are served. 

Newton Youth Is 
Killed In Action 

Mrs. Maybelle Thompson of 504 
Watertown st.. Newtonville, has 
received word from the War De- 
partment that her brother, Ste- 
phen \V. Robinson, was killed in 
action in the Philippines. He was 
20 years of age and was the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Stephen J. Rob- 
inson of West Cunningham. He 
formerly lived in Georgetown and 
was graduated from the George- 
town High School in 1940. In De- 
cember of that year he enlisted in 
the Army Air Corps and in Oc- 
tober. 1941, was sent to the Philip- 
pines. His father, who served in 
the first World War. has been a 
patient in a veterans’ hospital for 
18 years.

The Newton Board of Aldermen

parking area. The land is located 
in a private residence zone and the 
present parking space is operated 
as a "non-conforming use," having 
been used for the purpose before 
the zone was changed in 1936. 

The board unanimously repealed 
the provisions of the ordinances 
that required street railway com- 
panies to remove snow from streets 
where its cars are operated. City- 
Solicitor Joseph W. Bartlett had 
recommended the repeal because 
the statute had been changed so 
that the street commissioner has 
charge of all snow removal. 

WPA Bus Continued 

The sum of $680 was appropri- 
ated to continue the operation of 
the bus that transports 28 Newton 
WPA workers to and from Fort 
Devens. The sum will cover the 
period from May 20 to June 30. 

The board also appropriated 
$490 for a water main extension 
by the Water Department in 
Pierrepont rd..

The sum of $50 was appropri- 
ated for the Fire Department for 
the installation of wiring to con- 
trol the air raid warning sirens 
from the lower parts of the build- 
ings on which they were installed. 

After the street traffic commit- 
tee reported that six residents of 
the street opposed the measure at 
a hearing, the board denied the 
petition of Dr. Thomas Morton 
Gallagher for a one-hour parking 
limit on Channing st., Newton 
Corner.

The board appropriated S219 in 
settlement of the claim of David 
Keefe, member of the Fire De- 
partment, for expenses resulting 
from an infected finger suffered 


while he was painting fire appara- 
tus while on duty. 

Rival bids received for a lot of 
4,509 square feet of land between 
89 and 95 Norwood ave., Newton- 
ville, created a stir for a time. 

The Finance Committee recom- 
mended the sale of the land to 
Rivareous H. Wright, who had of- 
fered $125 for the parcel but had 
raised it to $300 when the original 
bid was termed inadequate. 

At the same time the board re- 
1 ceived an offer of $300 for the 
land from Mrs. O. L. Paquette. 

Chairman Carl F. Sehipper, 
Jr., of the finance committee said 
the committee recommended the 
acceptance of Wright’s offer be- 
cause it was raised to $300 before 
Mrs. Paquette’s offer was re- 
ceived.

The inspectors reported at the 
office of the Rationing Board to 
Arthur Campbell, rationing admin- 
istrator Only one X card had 
been returned to the Rationing 
Board yesterday. Campbell re- 
vealed. He added that some hold- 
ers of B3 cards had indicated a 
willingness to surrender the cards 
and accept lower rations.

X card a government attache 
must show that at least 90 per 
cent of the use of the car is de- 
voted to government work. 

Although hundreds of persons 
have called at the rationing board 
office to seek supplemental cards 
and each was given an application 
blank to fill out and return, com- 
paratively few have been filed 
thus far. The applications for sup- 
plemental supplies must be signed 
by both the applicant and his em- 
ployer and each signature must be 
witnessed by a notary public. 

In view of the fact that the 
total number of ration cards issued 
was 17.300. the Rationing Board 
faces an enormous task. The X 
cards, of which there were less 
than 1.S00. will be reviewed first 
and those found to have obtained 
them without being eligible will 
be compelled to surrender them. 

The Rationing Board has taken 
up quarters in the office of the 
Public Buildings Department on 
the second floor at City Hall. Wil- 
liam B. Baker is chairman of the 
board. *

HOME NURSING COURSES 

The Newton Red Cross is en- 
rolling members lor new Home 
Nursing courses to begin in the 
early fall. Mrs. Charles J. A. Wil- 
son, chairman of the Home Nurs- 
ing Committee, reports that 15 
classes have been completed since 
last December and 12 more are 
now in progress. 

These are not regulation nurs- 
ing courses, but are designed es- 
pecially for tlic home maker, teach- 
ing her how to take better care 
of her family under normal con- 
ditions, as well as in time of emer- 
gency. Classes are instructed by 
graduate trained nurses who vol- 
unteer their services. This train- 
ing is particularly valuable in 
these times when the sendees of 
Newton doctors and nurses are so 
overtaxed. Women trained in 
Home Nursing can be of great help 
to the community by caring for 
their own sick at home, thereby 
releasing trained nurses for more 
immediate emergency duty. 

Heretofore, Home Nursing 
Classes have been held in the 
schools throughout the Newtons. 
The Newton Hospital has also 
been very cooperative in allowing 
the use of their class-room, and 
by supplying the linen needed for 
instruction. Future classes, how- 
ever, will be held in the new Red 
Cross Chapter House. There will 
be a great need for linens such as 
sheets, pillow cases, white spreads, 
mattress covers, blankets, face 
towels, bath towels, and wash 
cloths. The Home Nursing Com- 
mittee will be most grateful for 
donations of any of the above ar- 
ticles, as well as pillows in any 
condition, and a few mattresses.

All Citizens Over 21 Eligible For 
Enrollment In Classes Which Will 
Be Held Throughout the State 


Registration of 
Children June 4 


Registration will be held at the 
Davis and Franklin Schools, West 
Newton, on June 4 at 1:30 p. m. 
for pupils who are to enter the 
kindergarten classes in September. 
The admission age is 4 years and 
9 months by October 1. It is nec- 
essary to have birth certificates 
and certificates of vaccination. 


The Communications Division of 
the Newton Volunteer Auxiliary 
Police is interested in recruiting 
additional radio operators having 
Commercial Third Class Radio 
Telephone Operators Licenses, or 
licenses of a higher grade. Such li- 
censes may be issued by the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
as a result of examination of ap- 
plicant at the local Federal Com- 
munications Commission Office, 
Custom House, Boston, Massachu- 
setts. The requirement for addi- 
tional operators is primarily for 
those who may be called for day- 
time operation of equipment al- 
ready furnished, in case of emer- 
gency only, all such equipment be- 
ing under the supervision of the 
Newton Police Department, Mr. 
Walter W. Hartford, Radio Tech- 
nician. 

For purposes of instructions 
toward meeting the requirements 
for operator license examinations, 
the Radio Department of the Mass- 
achusetts Committee on Public 
Safety has establishd a school for 
radio operators to insure an ade- 
quate group to operate civilian de- 
fense radio stations in Regional 
and District Warning Centers and 
Report Centers. 

All citizens 21 or over, regard- 
less of sex, are eligible for enroll- 
ment in the classes which will be 
in selected centers throughout the 
Commonwealth. Those who, be- 
cause of age or physical condition, 
are unable to enlist in the military 
forces are specially encouraged to 
take this opportunity of participat- 
ing in Civilian Defense. 

Three courses are to be given 
as follows: 

(1) A Primary Radio Telephone 
Course will meet two nights a 
week for approximately three 
weeks. This will include a study 
of radio laws and particular atten- 
tion will be paid to questions of 
the type included in government 
radio examinations. Upon success- 
ful completion of this course, the 
student will be well prepared to 
pass the F. C. C. exam for a third 
class radio-telephone permit. 

(2) An Amateur Course will 
meet two nights a week for ap- 
proximately fifteen weeks. Les- 
son material will include amateur 
radio laws, basic electrical theory, 
radio telegraph and radio-tele- 
phone theory and practice, and 
amateur and civilian defense oper- 
ating procedures. Each class will 
include a period devoted to prac- 
tice in the international Morse 
code. At the end of the course 
the student will have studied all 
material necessary for passing 
the amateur license exam. 

(3) An advanced Radio Tele- 
phone Course will meet two nights 
a week for approximately fifteen 
weeks. This course will include 
advanced transmitted and receiv- 
er theory, transmitter and receiv- 
er maintenance, and a close study 
of typical questions supplied by 
the F. C. C. This course will pre- 


pare the student for Second Class 
radio telephone license. 

Texts for use in these courses 
include the F. C. C. Study Guide, 
Radio Operating Questions and 
Answers by Nilson & Hornung; 
The Radio License Manual, The 
Radio Amateur’s Handbook pub- 
lished by "Radio.” All these are 
available at a very moderate cost. 

Application for enrollment in 
any of these courses may be ob- 
tained by communicating with Ra- 
dio Department, Protection Divi- 
sion of the Massachusetts Commit- 
tee on Public Safety, 18 Tremont 
st., Boston, Massachusetts. Organ- 
ization of groups for these 
courses is now in progress. It is 
probable that these courses for en- 
rollees in Boston and Newton area 
will be given at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and that 
the starting dates will be during 
the first week in June.

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Summer Session 
In War Production 
To Be Given 


In recognition of the rapidly ex- 
panding engineering opportuni- 
ties for women in war indus- 
tries, the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology announced today a 
summer session course in War Pro- 
duction Practice for women. The 
course, which will cover a period 
of seven weeks beginning June 8, 
will be given in the Institute’s De- 
partment of Business and Engi- 
neering Administration and is de- 
signed to qualify women for nation- 
al service as war production aides 
in manufacturing establishments. 
To qualify for the course, students 
must be between twenty and thir- 
ty years of age inclusive and must 
have had at least two years of col- 
legiate work in which emphasis on 
the sciences is preferred. Experi- 
ence in working with people is a 
desirable background for this new 
course. 

The subjects to be covered by 
this course include factory produc- 
tion, accounting, planning and 
scheduling of factory output, mech- 
anical drawing and interpretation, 
time and motion study, as well as 
visits to industrial plants and prac- 
tice demonstrations in machine 
tool, foundry, welding, mechanical 
processing, testing of materials 
and power laboratories. 

The program was planned after 
consultation with a group of rep- 
resentative war manufacturers 
and is designed to give students 
working facilities in four fields, 
namely; record-keeping, technical 
sketch-making, production control 
activities, and work simplification 
methods.

N. C. I. A. COMMENDED 

Editor. Newton Graphic: 

Page one of the May 21 issue 
of the Graphic, to my mind, affords 
a very interesting study of how 
democracy works in local commun- ' 
ity life in Newton. The two items j 
which arrested my attention were 1 
the reports of the annual meetings 
of the Newton Centre and the 
Newtonville Improvement asso- 
ciations. 

The part of the report of the 
Newton Centre Association which 
first caught my eye was, “....a 
resolution was passed unanimously 
by the 10 members who were 
present that the association join 
with the Newton Highlands im- 
provement association ” As- 

suming that any resident of New- 
ton Centre can join the associa- 
tion and exercise a voice in deter- 
mining its policies, this association 
operates on a real democratic 
plan. It represents the free voice 
of the people in the conduct of 
community affairs. 

A second part of the item which 
interested me was, “Mayor Paul M. 
Goddard gave a talk reviewing the 
activities of city officials in war 

times ” This item shows that 

the members of the association 
believe in intelligence as a basis 
for the proper exercise of the 
rights of local citizenship. 

On the other hand, the report 
of the annual meeting of the New- 
tonville Improvement Association 
gives as the only action of the 
membership worthy of note the 
election of a slate of officers pre- 
pared in advance by a special com- 
mittee. Its speaker gave a talk 
on, “New England in the Chang- 
ing Seasons,” a subject which very 
remotely, at least, concerns citi- 
zenship in Newtonville in these 
times when every possible effort 
of every community in America 
should be contributing toward in- 
telligence in citizen responsibility. 

I have never seen an item in the | 
Graphic, or in any other paper or 
report, which showed that the gen- 
eral membership of the Newton- 
ville Improvement Ass’n ever ex- 
ercises any voice in the policies of 
the Association. In other words, 
it seems to one looking in from the 
outside as though the Newton- 
ville Association were very far 
from a democratic form of gov- 
ernment, or ever made any at- 
tempt to interest its members in 
community problems. To be char- 
itable, it looks like a benevolent 
autocracy. 

We are engaged in a gigantic 
struggle for the survival of dem- 
ocracy throughout the entire 
world. But the roots of democracy 
lie in local community life. That 
is where democracy is lived and 
that is where it may be lost after 
Hitler and Hirohito and all their 
totalitarian ideas have been ban- 
ished to Mars. When we consider 
the kind of a world in which we 
wish to live after this terrible 
war has been won, let us not neg- 
lect the problems of more and bet- 
ter democracy in the old home 
town.

William H. Fish 
Home From Orient 


Reports Experiences 
Serving in China 


William H. Fish, Jr., son of Mr. 
and Mrs. William H. Fish of 19 
Bonwood st., Newtonville, recent- 
ly returned to his home after a 
12,000 mile trip from the Orient. 
Fish, who resigned from the Navy 
last September, joined the Amer- 
ican Volunteer Group, arriving in 
China in November where he spent 
seven months until forced to re- 
sign on account of an illness 
caused by climatic conditions. He 
has now signed up for civilian air 
transport work under supervision 
of the Army and will report for 
his new duties on June 15. 

Fish, who was on reconnaissance 
duty during his stay in China, de- 
scribed a mass crash landing of 
five members of the "Flying Ti- 
gers’’ in Burma when their fuel 
supplies became exhausted. None 
were seriously injured and after 
they had salvaged as much of their 
equipment as they could carry 
they burned their planes so they 
would not fall into the hands of 
the Japanese. They were lost for 
a while in the Mountains but final- 
ly made their way to Lashio, 90 
miles from where they had 
crashed. 

While in China, Fish had dinner 
with Generalissimo and Mrs. 
Chiang Kai-Shek. 

On his return home he visited 
the wife and baby of John Hen- 
nessey, son of Dr. and Mrs. Thom- 
as Hennessey of 29 Carver rd., 
Newton Highlands.

mits to transport intoxicating liq- 
uors in this city were refused. 
Newton is "bone dry.” Both mat- 
ters were debated at length, the 
longest arguments on the budget 
coming, as usual, on unimportant 
salary increases, while the largest 
items of appropriations received 
little or no attention. 


The passage of 1917 budget gives 
some idea of the amount of the tax 
levy for the year. The. total fig- 
ure is about $60,000 more than 
that in the tax levy of 1916, and 
represents, on the present valua- 
tion an increase of about 70 cents 
in the rate.
